by the Ways and Means Committee
of the Burley Tobacco Growers’
Company to form a plan whereby
the association could be reorgan-
ized, and another move made to
control the output of tobacco grown
this year, and which bhave so far
failed of succees, it is said, will be
abandoned. This ie said to be due
to the fact thatit was found impos-
sible to get the growers of tobacco
to again support the movement by
pledging their crops to the compa-
ny until a certain time, after which
they were to be released from their
contracts 1n case the Gompany fail-
ed to raise the capital sufficient to
inance the deal.

According to a statement made
by a prominent tobacco grower,who
hias heretofore been identified with
the movement, fully one-half of the
growers of the Burley district have
refueed to become allied with the
movement this year, and it is dead.
